writer for NBC's Ward Room, and, through his writing and

activism, he played significant roles in the elections of at

least one Chicago alderman and a member of the Illinois House

WHEREAS, Mark Anderson was both a student and teacher of

Chicago history and tavern culture, and a lover in equal

measure of rock, jazz, and moments of quiet reflection; and

WHEREAS, Mark Anderson is survived by his wife, Sarah, and

several acts of journalism that reverberate to this day;
